A progress report was heard 
on plans to run an alley be¬ 
tween South Baldwin and Her- 
mosa Avenues, along the back 
of business buildings fronting on 
the south side of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

A request for permission to 
make art pottery in the rear of 
a downtown business block wa« 
made by Mrs. Stella Martin of 
134 W. Grandview’. The commis¬ 
sion recommended issuance of a 
license in this particular case, 
with an individual proposing to 
make art pottery on a limited 
scale on property without street 
frontage, but made it clear that 
this w’as not a move to approve 
business

would be a matter for private 
donation, and the equipment 
would necessarily be for public 
use, with priority to groups, the 
spokesman said. 

Mayor J. Milton Steinberger 
thanked those who had come to 
the meeting in support of the 
play area and explained that the 
Council would need time to go 
into its legal technicalities. He 
recommended that the matter be 
referred to the Committee of the 
Whole for further study, and as¬ 
sured the nursery school spon¬ 
sors a further hearing at such 
meeting which would be held In 
the near future. The Council ap¬ 
proved this action. 

A new real estate subdivision 
at the Southwest corner of Sier¬ 
ra Madre Bivd. and Rancho Road, 
sponsored by C. E. Stephens and 
J. K. Merkle, was approved by 
the City Counci! on the same 
basis as previously agreed to by 
the Planning Commission. 

The Council also approved 
recommendations of the Planning 
Commission granting permission 
to Ralph J. Cohen and Morris 
Spitzer to establish a neckwear 
factory in the building now oc¬ 
cupied by Carl Hansen’s Ford 
Garage, and approving use of a 
pottery kiln on Montecito Court 
by Mrs. Stella Martin. 

Approval was granted the 
necktie manufacturing firm with 
the understanding that the front 
of the building must be made to! 
conform to other adjoining 
buildings, and that all deliveries 
must be in the rear. 

Tile Council followed the Plan¬ 
ning Commission’s findings that 
in both cases the proposed uses 
were "not more obnoxious or 
detrimental than those already 
permitted in the commercial dis¬ 
trict.” The action was taken on 
authority of Section 10 of the 
City Zoning Ordinance. 

City Attorney Thomas A. 
Reynolds reported that with re¬ 
spect to recent complaints about 
the dimness of lights on P. E.

Political unrest in China has 
not affected the determination of 
men and women in all walks of 
life in that country to speed the 
task of reconstruction, accord¬ 
ing to a report today to Dr. Earl 
Gossard. This report is from Dr. 
Shin, former Chinese ambassa¬ 
dor to the United States and now 
president of Peking University. 

The report of Dr. Hu. who is 
honorary president of the Ameri¬ 
can Bureau of Medical Aid to 
China, one of the participating 
agencies of United Service to 
China, was relayed to Dr. Gos¬ 
sard, Sierra Madre chairman. It 
states that American aid for 
Chinese educational institutions 
has a “stimulating influence of 
immeasurable value” 

“There remains in China to¬ 
day,” Dr. Hu says, “the same 
strong spirit of patriotism, self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty 
which carried us through the dif¬ 
ficult war years. This Is especial¬ 
ly true among our professional 
classes, teachers, doctors, welfare 
workers and public servants. 

“A similar spirit is also prev¬ 
alent among our medical stu¬ 
dents. A large number of them 
are preparing, not for private 
practice, but for public service. 
Their ambition is to see in their 
own generation the development 
of China as a medically self- 
sufficient nation.
